a farmer to bring him from Hertford, 
where he left a Maine Central train 
last night. 
He declares that he is 
the man who escaped from Matteawan 
last Saturday and says that the offi- 
cials cannot hold him. 


Asks For His AHrest. 
Harry Thaw's arrest took place in 
the village of Hermanegilde-Garford 
according to the police. Word . was 
sent to Matteawan, N. Y., and the au- 
thorities at the insane hospital there 
replied immediately asking that Thaw 
be held. 
The police think that their prisoner 
took the train at Portland Maine. His 
movements which attracted attention 
on the train were described to 
the 
local police by Sheriff Kesley in ask- 
ing for the man's arrest.

Companions Detained. 
The two companions of Thaw have 
been detained by the police on suspic- 
ion. Thaw is held as a fugitive from 
justice. 
The prisoner has dark brown hair 
grayed and dark staring eyes. His fig- 
ure is erect. These are marked char 
acteristics of Harry Thaw. He shut 
up like a clam after he had seen coun- 
sel and nothing was learned by the 
police of his flight up to the time that 
Sheriff Kelsey recognized him on 
a 
Maine Central railroad train that was 
taking him through 
northern 
New 
Hampshire into Canada. 


Admits His Identity. 
Thaw was arrested by local officers 
at the request of Sheriff B. H. Kelsey 
of Colebrook, N. H. He saw Thaw on 
a train last night and later followed 
him here 
in an auto. Though 
not 
knowing what they can do with their 
prisoner his captors are interested in 
the $500 reward which has been qf- 
fesed fo his appehension and they will 
hold him until his release is ordered or 
other disposition made of him by the 
government. 
Thaw freely admitted his identity, 
but would not discuss his movements 
since Sunday morning except 10 say 
that he took a train "east of Boscon." 
He said that he was making for the 
coast and planned to sail fvr Europe. 
He did not appear greatly disturbed by 
•:is detention here declaring that as 
he had committed no crime, he could 
uot be extradited.

It was explained 
to him that he was then approaching 
the Canada border and that the Grand 
Trunk line lay between 15 miles west 
of the Maine Central. 
If ho wished to 
reach the Grand Trunk he would have 
to drive across the country by team 
or auto. 
Thaw inquired 
the best place to 
leave the train and finally decided to 
get off at Hereford. Meantime one of 
the men who had accompanied Thaw 
left the train at Colebrook, N. H., and 
attempted to get an auto for the pur- 
pose of picking Thaw up on the other 
side of the line. 
Sheriff Kelsey also 
left the train at Colebrook and when 
Thaw's companion left the town in tn 
auto the sheriff followed him in 
an- 
other car. 


Looks For Conveyancs. 
Meantime Thaw had gotten off at 
Hereford just over the Canadian line 
and not rinding his companion, started 
out to lok up a conveyance for him- 
self. He had much difficulty in find- 
ing one but finally reachel a farm 
house and. awakening the 
occupants 
induced the head of the house to drive 
him to Coaticook. For this he prom- 
ised to give the man $fi. 
They made their way rather slowly 
by team and by the time they reached 
Heremenjilde-Garford, two miles south 
of this place Sheriff Kelsey's car had 
overtaken them. 
Kelsey told Thaw's 
driver who his fare was 
and 
then 
hunted up a constable who arrested 
Thaw as a fugitive from justice and 
then took him to Coaticook.

Pasq.ua! was war-chief of the Yuma 


Indians (who called thmeselves "Sons 
of the River.") 
The Yuma river, for 


much of its course, runs through a 
desert. Vegetation (before irrigating 
ditches were made) was once to be 
found only along the river banks. On 
these banks the Yuma savages lived 
For to venture far into the desert was 
to court starvation. 


Yet the desert trails 
and hiding 


places were known, to the Yumas, anc 
the sands were often reddened with 
their battles. Pasqual—typical deseri 
warrior, gigantic in height, thin, wiry 
stolid—knew every inch of the sand 
wastes and each strategic advantage 
offered by them. 
His father was a 


chief, and was killed in battle against 
the Tonto Indians on the Gila river 
early In the nineteenth century. Pas- 
qual was chosen in the dead loader's 
place as Sachem and war-chief of the 
Yumas.

call for help to the soldiery. 
Accordingly, in 1848, Capt. Heintzel- 


rnan (Inter a general in the civil war) 
was sent with a force of troops to- 
overawe the- Yumas.

that followed were terribly unequal 
The troops were well-trainee! veterans, 
armed with the latest and best guns 
and carrying cannon as well: Pasqual 
inrterstood only Indian warfare, and 
lis wild warriors had no weapons ex- 
cept their bows, arrows and native 
spears.

It- would appear that .Huerta. has 


become emboldened ' and would now 
defy the United States 
to do its 
worst. 
News which comes over the 


telegraph wires from this sister re- 
public would indicate that the Amer- 
ican interference 
as suggested by 


President Wilson was not welcome. 
It would seem that Lind's mission 
to Mexico was a failure. That the 
head of the present government in 
. Mexico City believes 
he is bigger 


than the nation to the north oE the 
Rio Grande and the world waits the 
next move. Be it peace or war. That 
is the question asked. For years the 
officers o£ our standing army have 
toasted, "To the next war—with Mex- 
ico," and perhaps this toast is to be 
realized. 
It 'is possible that armed 


intervention must come. It is possi- 
ble that the powers at Washington 
will find that grape juice, with a dash 
of orange on the side, is not the true 
solution of the serious problem. 
It 
is unfortunate the crisis has come 
just at this time.

The sad death of Judge John W. 


Sale leaves a vacancy in the county 
Judgeship. In view of the fact that 
Judge Charles Fifield is judge-elect of 
this court it is probable that he will 
be named to fill out the unexpired 
term until January 1, next. This will 
leave the municipal Judgeship vacant 
and Governor McGovern must name 
his successor at once. It was learned 
from Madison today he would not 
make his selection until Wednesday. 
There are four candidates for the 
office and-it is to'be hoped that the 
governor will use his judgment in se- 
lecting the one of the four best qual- 
ified for the office and not be guided 
by political 
preference or insinua- 
tions that one of the candidates is a 
much -abused person and deserves the 
office for the reason he has stood for 
the masses against capital. 
It is an

the house, in the shape of Bulgarians 
and Servians, Greeks and Montene- 
grins, who a. few decades had been 
mere hewers of wood and drawers of 
water- for innumerable pashas, who 
succeeded to the inheritance.

great powers looked a little askance. 
Austria-Hungary 
had

as 


counted on Salonika. 
Italy had al- 


ways reckoned on Valona, and for 
Russia there was the Golden Horn. 
Here then were all these territories 


slipping away, or threatening to slip 
away, into the pockets of people who 
a generation 
ago supplied soldiers 


for the armies of the Calif and taxes 
for the support of the Yikliz Kiosk. 
Then it was that the great powers 
bethought themselves that there was 
sill tin Ottoman empire east of the 
Bosphorus.

Amurath an Amurath succeeds, and 
that interesting proverb applies to 
more things than one in the Ottoman 
empire. 
Europe without a Turkish 


question would hardly i'oel 
herself, 


and so already the chancelleries are 
turning their attention to Anatolia 
instead of Albania, and to Syria in- 
stead of Servia. 
The natural riches 


of Asia Minor are understood to be 
untold. What u port like Smyrna ,s 
capable of becoming in the hr.mls of 
a power 1'ke Germany, it would be 
Impossible to say. Ephesus might re- 
gain its old glories, and the argosies, 
albeit steel ones, might be seen once 
more at TVebizond, whilst the riches 
of 
the Lebanon mis'lit be snipped 


again from Beirut. The conseiiucince 
is vhat the somewhat indecent spec- 
tacle is being witnessed ot the great 
powers pegging out their claims/t'mm 
Sinope to Damascus, and from the 
Dardanelles to the Euphrates. 


"France, of course, has al'vays ex- 


ercised a certain influence atul, de-

in 
the affairs of 


Syria proper. 
The United Kingdom, 


in possession of Cyprus, 
has 
kept 


watch pretty closely over 
the- Eu- 


phrates valley and the head of the 
Persian gulf. 
In later times, Ger- 


many has had much to say, l-.r.-!;f]y 
through her political influence which 
dominated Constantinople in the days 
of Marschall von Bieberstein. 
But 


now suddenly the world learns, with 
some astonishment, that Italy has an 
Asiatic policy, that the occupation of 
Cyrenaica 
is only a" step toward 


claims on the other shore 
of the 


Mediterranean, in which the occupa- 
tion of Rhodes is but. a link. And so 
the great powers turn from the Bal- 
kans to Asia Minor, and the fate of 
the Sultan's eastern dominions hangs 
so obviously in the Balance that the 
statesmanship of Rome can 
find no 


better formula for the occasion than, 
'Let us delay "the divide" as long as 
possible,' which, in the case of Rome

Delivery Wagon Kept a Cellar 
Dry 


During Flood in Wilkesbrrre, 


Pennsylvania.

Each spring the retail district of 


^7ilkesbarre, Pa., prepares for the an- 
nual flood by removing all goods from 
cellars to upper floors. Then the mer- 
chants sit down and wait patiently for 
the waters to come and recede. This 
year a large department store failed 
to join in the general transfer, but in- 
vested In a simple centrifugal pump. 
The flood came according to schedule. 
As soon as the water began to ooze 
into the cellar .the store force drove 


its motor 'delivery "wagon to the'front 
of the store, jacked up one rear wheel 
and connected it with the pump by a 
belt. Then they started the motor. 


There were a few 
moments 
of 


anxiety before the car showed its abil- 
ity to pump the water out faster than 
the flood seeped it in. But doubt van- 
ished before the demonstration had 
been at work a half hour. The crest 
of the flood passed, leaving the cellar 
still dry. And the waters receded 
without a cent of damage being done. 
A year ago it had cost tho store $800 
to transfer the goods and have the 
cellar pumped out after the flood was 
over. 
The members of the firm say

MANUFACTURER 
SHOWS ERROR 


IN HORSE-POWER RATINGU 


Scientific Building Has Proved That 


Is Wrong—Practical Autoists Will 


Realize Truth of Thi». 


"The time ia past," said T. E. Jar- 


rard, vice-president of one of the New- 
York automobile companies, 
"when 


either the owner, dealer, or manufac- 
turer placed his confidence in the A. L. 
A. M. formula for calculating horse 
power. 
The old rule was based on 


cylinder dimensions 
only, and 
the 


folly of this rule is more evident now 
than ever before when one stops to 
consider that even two motors exactly 
the same size, using different grades 
of gasoline could not possibly develop 
the same power. It is just as non- 
sensical to insist that ail motors of 
equal piston displacement are equally 
powerful, as to maintain that all twen- 
ty-four-year-old men, six feet tall, and 
weighing ISO pounds can do the same 
amount of work in the same length of 
time. 


"The amount of power In a motor 


Is inversely reciprocal with the heat 
evolved. In other words, the energy 
in the gasoline can either be con- 
verted into power 
that 
goes 
out 


through the rear axle or heat that is 
transmitted through radiation or shot 
out of the muffler. 
The more heat 


the less power. The more heat, the 
more gasoline and oil. The less heat, 
more power and less fuel. 
The more 


power, less gear shifting. To keep 
the motor cool we go to such ex- 
tremes as T-Head separated, cylinders 
•with the hot exhaust valve entirely 
Isolated from the inlet valve. 
This 


not only gives a greater area for wa- 
ter circulation, but a greater area 
for actual radiation from the casting. 
In addition the better a motor is lub- 
ricated the more power it will develop 
because oiling does away with fric- 
tion and friction, of course, creates 
heat. 


"There are two things that heat up 


a motor—the hot 
explosive 
gases 


themselves, and the friction of the pis- 
ton in the cylinder.

H. Arrington 
of 
the government 
weather bureau station 
at 
Chicago, 
was in Janesville yesterday for the 
purpose of. installing the local station 
which will be operated especially for 
the interests of the tobacco industry 
in this region. Similar stations will 
be installed at Edgei'ton, 
Deerfield, 
Soldiers' 
Grove, Virocjua 
and 
La 
Crosse. 
The Janesville station will he lo- 
cated on the S. B. Heddles farm on 
Mineral Point avenue and Mr. Hed- 
dles has been appointed as the official 
observer. Accurate readings of maxi- 
mum arid minimum temperatures and 
of the amount of rainfall will be tak- 
en at a given hour and the 
report 
wired to the Chicago office each morn- 
ing.The records will be kept only during 
the harvest season beginning the lat- 
ter part of August and continuing un- 
til the latter part of September. The 
first reading for this year will be taken 
the latter part of the week or the first 
of next. 


The station and the reports which 
will be sent out to growers and dealers 
are expected to be of value to the to- 
bacco industry of this section.
